tablishm ent of an official electrical inspection in this city. 


Indeed, one of the things that L a Crosse is remarkable for is not hav­ 


ing an electrical inspection, 
It is the marvel of the insurance people that 


none is maintained here. 
It would be hard to find anywhere a progres­ 


sive city the size of L a Crosse that does not possess an official electrical 


inspector. 


Under our present no inspection w ay of doing business there is an un­ 


necessary danger of fires. 
Electricians engaged in wiring, where the co n ­ 


tracts are let at competitive biddings, go aw ay below the limit of what is 


profitable, in order to underbid rivals and secure work. 
Then they make 


even by putting in inferior materials in a slip shod manner. 
T h e result 


is fires, and many of them. 


Y o u see, there is nothing to prevent this sort of business deception. 


Th e wiring is done and covered up, and no one is wiser. 
If all but one 


firm attempted to do w ork that the board of underwriters might approve, 


and if that one firm cut below fair charges to get the w ork and then took 


it out of the builder by using poor stuff and slighting the job, that one 


dishonest wirer would get all the work. 
So, if one cheats, the rest must 


cheat in order to get even. 


That is what is going on in L a Crosse now. 
It is impossible to say 


w ho started it, but all the firms are doing more or less inferior wiring on 


competitive jobs. 
It frequently happens that jobs are let at gross figures 


that would not have been sufficient to pay for the material used, let alone 


do the w ork had the underwriters’ rules been lived up to. 


The need of a city inspector is apparent. 
F ew er fires, low er insur­ 


ance— these are considerations that would pay for the inspection many 


times during every year. 
M oreover, it is a fact that poor wiring is e x ­ 


pensive to the property ow ner in another w ay. 
P oor wiring means loss 


of current and greatly increased consumption of electricity. 
Th at costs

controversy exploited in the city council 
recently.
